NEW YORK (AP) - A lot of 


people 
can save money by 


spending more right now. The 
money will DC saved in taxes. 
The money spent nui^t be for 
the right tilings, in th«j right 
way: 
charitable contributions, 


doctor bills, interest duo. state 
an^ local tar bills due. 


If you're in love, yon rould 


save tax money by gettin« mar- 
ried before New Year's Day. If 
you're moving to n ne.v iob in 
another town and the costs are 
up to you. you mig'.it save by 
transferring now rather than 
waitisg to celebrate the New 
Year with your present neigh- 
bors. 


Or you might save in the long 


run by the money you don't take 
in right now — by delaying to 
mail bills, or to dun people for 
interest due, or to cash in those 
paper profits to get money for 
the holidays. You might save by 
admitting you picked some sour 
ones this year in the stock 
market and selling the stock 
and taking your loss — now, not 
sometime next year. 


These possibilities arise be- 


cause the federal income tax 
rates, which were cut on 19G4 
incomes, go down another notch 
in 1965. In 1963 the tax brackets 
ran from 20 per cent to 91 per 
cent. This year you pay from 16 
to 77 per cent depending oh how 
much income »s subjelt to tax. 
The drop next year isn't that 
steep, but it's still something to 
consider. The 1965 rates will 
range from 14 to 70 per cent — 
and Congress could always get 
still more generous. 


So you'll pay less on the same 


amount of income next year. 
Therefore, any deduction this 
year wih mean more money left 
over after taxes. And any in- 
come that can legally be put 
over till next year v/ill be sub- 
ject to a smaller bite from the

HourWeek

WASHINGTON (AP) - Or- 


ganized labor, so far unsuccess- 
ful 
in persuading Congress to 


cut the 40-hour work week, is 
quietly winning the battle foi 
shorter hours at the bargaining 
table. 


Contracts covering eight mil- 


lion workers — 15 per cent of all 
wage and salary employes — 
provide for less than 40 hours, 
the AFL-CIO reports. 


What's more, said an article 


in the labor organization's pub- 
lication, the American Federa- 
tionist, "with rare exceptions, 
he shorter work week was

While not so dramatic as the 


proposed blanket cut by federal 
law, 
the 
contract-by-contract 


progress in reducing hours adds 
up to some surprising totals. 


For instance, the article said,

than. 40 hours." In the printing 
trades, 98 per cent of all work- 
ers are on standard work weeks 
under 40 hours. So are 97 per 
cent of the 
ladies' 
garment 


workers and 65 per 
cent of 


brewery workers. 


"Unions are winning shorter 


work weeks 
in construction, 


nanufacturing, 
retail 
and 


wholesale trade, finance, insur- 
ance and real estate, the service 
industries and in state and local 
governments,'! it. said. 


The report was based largely 


on Labor Department figures. 


Some contracts go even lower 


than 35 hours. New York elec- 
tricians, who have ha da 25-hour 
week since 1962, are the classic 
example. 


Rather than slashing several 


hours from the work week in 
one chop, the typical contract 
nicks off a few minutes at a 
time, like this one .between the 
Chemical 
Workers 
and Bur- 


roughs, Welcome & Co. in Tuck- 
ahoe, N.Y.:

minutes. A year hence, another 
ten-minute reduction becomes

Groin Formers

NEW YORK (AP) - Ameri- 


can grain farmers may be fac- 
ing new troubles abroad as well 
as the aftermath of a severe 
drought at home. 


The six nations of the Euro- 


pean 
Common 
Market have 


reached a peace pact after long 
battles over grain prices in their 
lands. For Americans the end 
result may be that the French 
will grow 'more grain to get the 
higher prices agreed upon. This 
could cut into the $400 million-a- 
year mark cthet United States 
has enjoyed in the Common 
Market countries. 


They also will have a common 


tariff against grain imports that 
can further hamper American 
shipments 
which 
otherwise 


would have lower1 price tags 
than those that European farm- 
ers are guaranteed.

Reservists 
Can Escape 
Drills a Year 


By FRED S. HOFFMAN 


WASHINGTON (AP) - There 


are 181,600 Afmy enlisted reser- 
vists Who, if they wish, can es- 
cape regular drills throughout 
the year under the new plan to 
merge Reserve units into the 
National Guard, it was learned 
today. 


These are men who have 


served from 4 to 10 months on 
active duty under a special pro- 
gram and have a remaining re- 
serve training obligation of up 
to 6 years, minus the time they 
spent on active duty. 


Such an out will not be availa- 


ble in the future to young men 
who sign up in this "reserve 
enlisted program" as an alter- 
native to being drafted for two 


years of active service. 


The practice has been 
for 


them to enlist in either a Re- 
serve or Guard unit, take their 4 
to 10 months of basic training, 
then feturh to civilian life where 
they have'been obligated to drill 
weekly and to go to summer 
training camp for two weeks 
each year. 


The new program announced 


by Secretary of Defense Robert 
S. McNamara 
last 
weekend 


gives such enlisted reservists a 
way of avoiding weekly drills, 
although some of them would be 
liable for the yearly two weeks' 
summer training. 


This is because defense offi 


cials have decreed that the Na- 
tional Guard, being expanded to 
a strength of 550,000 with the 
addition of about 150,000 reserv- 
ists, shall be an all-volunteer 
force. 


They have said that if a man 


does not want to accept service 
in a Guard unit, he could be 
transferred to a reserve man- 
power pool.

Bulge Baffle 
Recoiled by 
Belgian Mayor 


EDITOR'S NOTE - It w« 


just before the last Christmas of 
World War II. The Allies were 
on their way to victory in Eu- 
rope, Then the Germans revived 
to fight the Battle of the Bulge. 
The way it went in Bastogne is 
told in this story written for The 
Associated Press by the man 
who at the time was burgomas- 
ter—mayor — of the Belgian 
town.

BASTOGNE, Belgium (AP) - 


In that December 20 years ago, 
snow had been falling thick on 
this capital of the rugged Ar- 
dennes Forest, area, covering 
the gray slonc and blue slate of 
the town. The snow coated the 
black pines on the hills and high 


plateaus nearby, 


Terrified women, children and 


cattle were sheltering in cellars 
or stables-across Bastogne and 
oti surrounding farms. 


Then tracer bullets and ex- 


ploding 
shells 
replaced 
the 


Bethlehem star in Bastogne's 
sky. 


Seventy-two 
thousand U.S. 


soldiers were to spill their blood 
in these tragic Christmas days, 
marking Bastogne's 
name in 


golden letters — beside Stalin- 
grad, Alamein and Caen — in 
the history of German defeat. 


GIs had liberated us the pre- 


vious 
September. 
We 
were 


preparing to celebrate our first 
Christmas in peace with them 
when, on Dec. 17, a rumor 
spread across town that the 
Germans had launched a coun- 
tcroffensive near Clcarnaux, a 
Luxembourg 
town 
17 miles 


away. 


Our first reaction was disbe- 


lief. How could Germans rout 
this 
powerful 
U.S. Army, 


equipped with the most modern 
materiel? 


But anxiety grew with the 


hours, as guns grew louder. 


It was Sunday and we went to 


church for an evening benedic- 
tion celebrating the return of 
the clocks, removed by the Ger- 
mans. 
Before the 
ceremony 


could start, U.S. military au- 
thorities decreed a curfew and 
power was cut. 


That was the first of. many 


candlelit evenings. 


On Monday, Dec. 18, countless 


tanks, trucks and half-tracks 
rumbled across the town on 
their way to the nearing battle- 
front. First Luxembourg refu- 
gees appeared, coming from 
Wiltz and Clervaux, announcing 
SS troops had just recaptured 
the latter town. 


The first shells fell at 4 p.m. 


Reinforcements of the 101st Air- 
borne Division look positions in 
the town during the night. 


We were shelled three times

the town, asking the population 
to take shelter in cellars. The 
noise of the battle came louder 
and louder. Germans were at 
Noville, six miles from here, 
then at Neffe, a little more than 
two miles away. 


The next day, Dec. 20, Ger- 


mans attacked in force in Neffe, 
Mont and Bizory. They could 
not advance, but in Foy, three 
miles from here, the Americana 
had to retreat. 


Thursday, Dec. 21 we were 


completely encircled. The battle 
was raging, as close to 4,000 
people of Bastogne started a 
week-long siege in cold and 
dark cellars. 


Above our heads, shells ex- 


ploded as houses crumbled. The 
101st was fighting but ammuni- 
tion was getting scarce. Officers 
spared supplies as skies refused 
to clear, forbidding any air drop 
or even support. 


I had organized a grout) of 


volunteers to distribute food. A 
makeshift bakery and butcher 
shop had been set up at the 
seminary. People could leave 
shelters two hours a clay to col- 
lect food. The last 750 pounds of 
war-relief biscuits were distrib- 
uted as U.S. soldiers fired their 
last cartridges. 


Day broke with a great hope 


on Dec. 22. Haze was dissolving, 
skies were clearing. At 9:30 
a.m. 
a 
muffled 
sound was 


heard. It grew and a cloud of 
bombers 
flew 
over 
the 


town. Hundreds of- multicolor 
parachutes opened, shining as 
they dropped 149 tons of food, 
ammunition an d drugs. The 
whole population rushed out of 
shelters to admire the show. 


GI's and civilians were shout- 


ing, crying, kissing each other, 
laughing. Wild enthusiasm had 
seized the besieged soldiers and 
civilians who forgot their tragic 
situation, as if Santa Clans was 
coming down to rescue them. 


On that memorable Friday, 


Gen. Anthony C. McAuliffe gave 
his historic "Nuts" reply to the 
Germans when they asked for 
the town's unconditional surren- 
der under threat of razing it. 


Aeprisals were terrible. The 


fighting renewed, twice more 
violent, and on Christmas Eve, 
the Luftwaffe came to bomb the 
town. The whole district from 
the girls' college to the Rue de 
la Halle was afire. 


As feeble Christmas carols 


rose in the desperate night, 
bombs destroyed the Red Cross 
building, killing 2V U.S. soldiers 
and a Belgian nurse. 


Gen. Georga S. Patton arrived 


Dec. 28, breaking the siege. But 
German air raids resumed Dec. 
29-30, destroying more than a 
hundred houses as most of the 
population 
fled 
the 
burning 


town. 


A thousand people remained 


as shells continued to fall until 
Jan. 15. Only 150 of the 1,200 
houses wer;2 undamaged. But, 
thanks to discipline and cour- 
age, Bastogne lost only 13 cit- 
ize.05. 


LBJ Methods 
May Be Used 
by Others

WASHINGTON (AP) - Lyn- 


don B. Johnson's years in the 
presidency may have a pro- 
found effect on how that office 
is handled for years to come. 


He is different from any man 


who has held the office in this 
century. He is a political man- 
ager who reached the top. 


As President he has to assert 


leadership ,often perhaps in a 
cold way, but his training and 
his career have been that of a 
manager, which does a lot to 
explain his performance so far. 


As Democratic majority Sen- 


ate leader from 1955 until 1961 
he had a chamber full of men 
who, as always to a large de- 
gree, were temperamental and 
egotistical, 
with 
their 
own 


prejudices and special political 
interests. 


He knew them all well be- 


cause he pays astonishing atten- 
tion to detail. As a result he 
knew what had to be done, or 
left undone, to get a piece of 
legislation through. His job, as 
he saw it, was to get results. He 
got them. 


He didn't do it by browbeat- 


ing, if he could help it, for his 
policy was to avoid conflict if he 
could. He knew an enemy he 
made today on a particular bill 
might come back tomorrow to 
haunt him. 


What he did most of the time 


was to appeal, soothe and com- 
promise. This meant he often 
had to settle for less than all he 
wanted. But he kept the wheels 
turning so well and smoothly he 
has been called the best Senate 
leader in this century. 


His whole performance 
is 


based on tireless dedication to 
the job. He works at it long 
hours daily. It would be extraor- 
dinary if his personality and his 
methods changed now. They are 
not likely to, as he revealed to 
newsmen this week. 


He let it be known he will 


work for results while trying to 
avoid heady conflicts, here or 
abroad. 


His dream boat may capsize, 


due to circumstances he can't 
control, and in the end he may 
find himself a sorely embattled 
president, 
like 
many before 


him. 
hmi . 


If he is highly successful the 


presidents coming after him 
probably would be inclined to 
use some of his methods, thus 
making the job less individ- 
ualistic and more managerial. 


If his methods fail, his succes- 


sors will ignore Johnson's tac- 
tics and go on trying to adapt 
themselves to the presidency in 
their only way, which is what 
Johnson's most recent predeces- 
sors have done. A glance back 
shows how. 


President Kennedy brought to 


the White House a great gift 
which Johnson perhaps never 
can match: Grace and charm 
and an intellectual interest and 
aliveness long lacking in the 
presidency. 


But in handling Congress he 


was an amateur compared with 
Johnson. He never learned how 
to 
manage 
Congress 
well 


enough to get his major pro- 
grams through, like a tax cut 
and civil rights. Johnson got 
them through in his first seven 
months. 


Historians may decide Presi- 


dent Eisenhower's greatest con- 
tribution to the job was that of 
calming 
influence. 
Through 


public confidence in him and his 
own placidity, he steered the 
country back to sanity from the 
neurotic 
divisions 
over Mc- 


Carthyism and suspicions about 
Communism. 


But his Secretary of State, 


John Foster Dulles, was his for- 
eign policy guide and if it had- 
n't been for Johnson's mastery 
and good will in a Democratic- 
run 
Congress, 
Eisenhower's 


achievements through Congress 
probably would have looked 
sick. 


President Truman had a hon- 


eymoon with Congress for only 
a few months after taking of- 
fice. Thereafter it was unceas- 
ing conflict, particularly with 
the Republicans.

Great Society 
But How and 
Just When

WASHINGTON TAP) - Presi- 


dent Johnson dinned it into 
American heads that he wants, 
to build the "Great Society" but 
he never said exactly how and 
he never quite said when. 


He still hasn't given details 


but this week, after he called in 
a group of reporters to M them 
interview him provided they 
didn't quote him, it was clear he 
thinks the Great Society will be 
many long years in the making. 


Since last April he had dv/elt 


on the Great Society theme re- 
peatedly, although not recently, 
pledging his administration to 
build it. He mentioned three 
places to start: in the "cities. . . 
countryside. . .and classrooms." 


One of his foundation stones, 


to be offered the new Congress 
in January, will be medical care 
for the aged — a plan tied to 
Social Security. Others will be 
road-building 
programs 
and 


funds for health facilities in 
mining areas. 


This is a modest enough be- 


ginning for a man who did so 
well in the November election 
which also gave his Democrats 
overwhelming control of con 
gress. He has been extraordi 
narily un-noisy for a victorious 
politician. 


But the explanation is that he 


doesn't want to v/aste any of the 
good will and influence he won 
through pressure tactics or un- 
necessary conflicts. In short, he 
seems bent on following a very 
moderate road. 


He wants to avoid the pit 


President Franklin D. Roosevelt 
fell into when, after his tremen- 
dous election triumph in 1936, he 
damaged his effectiveness bad- 
ly, particularly in Congress, by 
his fight in 1937 over reshaping 
the Supreme Court. 


There's another side to that 


story. The court in Roosevelt 
first term wrecked one New 
Deal program 
after another 


But after Roosevelt began his 
fight the court — through resig 
nations, new appointments and 
no doubt great self-conscious- 
ness — swung around to Roose 
velt's side. 


Johnson, despite his caution 


may stumble into the same pi 
of unpopularity but in the oppo 
site way if he is faced with an 
issue that badly needs fighting 
but tries to avoid it. 


More than any president in 


this century — with the ecep- 
tion of Dwight D. Eisenhower 
who in eight years never really 
said anything to make people 
mad at him — Johnson for some 
time should have the least trou- 
ble with Congress. 


He knows the congressional 


mind, having been part of it 
himself so long, and accom- 
plished a great deal as a Senate 
Democratic leader by the tech- 
nique he seems bent on fol- 
lowing now: the soft approach 
and compromise. 


Compromise, 
of 
course, 


means an absence of sensation- 
al victories. 


After watching Johnson for 


years it is this writer's belief his 
philosophy of achievement is 
based 
on 
making 
progress 


through an accumulation of lim- 
ited advances instead of on a 
few sensational triumphs. 


In this way he can hope — 


although both the liberal and 
conservative sides may he an- 
gry when each doesn't think it 
got enough or one thinks the 
other got too much — neither 
will have ground for enough ir 
ritation to be an enemy. 
gave him the cooperation John- 
son gave Eisenhower. 


But Truman was a tremen- 


doug, aggressive leader, partic- 
ularly in foreign affairs. It is no 
wonder 
historians rate him 


among the top presidents. It 
remains to be seen whether, in 
this vital role of leadership, 
Johnson can approach him. 


Managing, 
without inspiring 


leadership, may not be enough, 
and. probably won't be. Presi- 
dents Franklin D. Roosevelt and 
WUspo were truly leaders but in 
dealing with Congress they were 
often poor managers, Wilson 
so.

SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) 


- California Gov. Edmund G. 
Brown is turning to the experts 
on outer space for assistance in 
solving some of the inner spacs 
problems facing 
the nation's 


most populous stato. 


The governor claima his state 


las the largest aggregate of 
cientific talent in the- nation .— 
jrouped mainly in its aerospace 
ndustries — and the same 
minds that devised a system for 
aunching a man into ?pace 
:ould be applied to California's 
iressing problems. 


He suggested the companies 


submit bids to the state, outlin- 
ing the costs for development of 
programs to meet the increas- 
ing needs of -i rapidly expand- 
ing population. 


"Through 
pioneering 
tech- 


niques of systems and develop- 
ments 
and 
engineering, 
(he 


'aerospace 
industries 
have 


solved the enormously complex 
problems 
of space 
travel," 


Brown said. 


The state put a ceiling of $100,- 


000 on each of the first four ma- 
jor problems submitted for bids. 


The problems were: 
1. Waste 
management, 
in- 


cluding smog control and elimi- 
nation of water pollution. 


2. A Iransportalin system to 


handle the growing needs of 
booming California. 


3. A plan lor gathering data 


on public needs in an effort to 
take some of the guesswork out 
of government planning, 


4. A better system for treat- 


ing the mentally ill and control- 
ling the criminally ill. 


Shortly after Brown's request 


for aerospace help, four nation- 
ally known companies promised 
their asssistance. They were 
Aerojet-General Corp.. Douglas 
Aircraft Corp., Lockheed Air- 
craft Corp. and Hughes Aircraft 
Co. 


Dan A. Kimball, chairman of 


the board of directors for Auo- 
jet-General, summed it up for 
the company executives: 


"I am confident, speaking for 


the industry, we can successful- 
ly utilize use of the systems ap- 
proach of aerospace develop- 
ment to suggest solutions in 
those areas of immediate con- 
cern." 


The governor said the care of 


the criminally and mentally ill 
was one of the headaches tne 
state had failed to solve and one 
of the big questions ho hoped 
aerospace engineers could an- 
swer. 


"The current system for han- 


dling the criminals and the 
mentally ill is ?idning it increas- 
ingly difficult to meet the re- 
quirements," Brown said.

engineers may be the only ones 
who can develop "the common 
denominators involved in diag- 
nosis, in the care and cure, and 
in the economic impact upon a 
community." 


Perhaps, Brown said, the en- 


gineers and scientists can deter- 
mine what type cf program is 
needed to "return these crimi- 
nals and mentally ill to the open 
society 
with 
assurance 
that 


their 
nonaccepiable 
behavior 


job?"

Farm Vote Is 


to 


Cotton Quota

Farmers in 66 of Arkansas' 75 


counties voted heavily Tuesday 
in favor of continued federal 
production and marketing con- 
trols on cotton. 


The controls were approved 


by a wide margin in St. Francis 
County in Eastern Arkansas, 
where farmers are complaining 
that the relationship between 
the government and the farm- 
er in the program has broken 
down. 


St. Francis County, scene of 


a federal investigation of cotton 
overplanting, favored the Con- 
trols by a margin of 395 to 13. 


Phillips County, where federal 


investigators showed up Tues- 
iay to begin a similar check, 
!iad only five farmers against 
the controls and 455 for them. 


In only 25 counties were more
